(QUAKE FORECAST 
IMPOSSIBLE 
SAYS EXPERT 


ST. LOUIS (liP-—-N. H. Heck, chief of 
the terrestrial magnetism and seismol- 
ogy division of the U. S. Geodetic Sur- 
vey, told members of the American Se- 
ismological Society at St. Louis Uni- 
versity that prediction of earthquakes 
has been proved impossible. 

Locality of an earthquake, Heck 
said, is fixed as that point in the 
strata where unknown stress is grow- 
ing which eventually will reach the 
breaking strength of the crust. This 
point is usually from 5 to 30 miles be- 
low the surface, and in many instan- 
ces much farther. 

Heck said the time of 
quake’s occurrence is not necessarily 
at the time the stress exceeds the 
strength, but is set by the action of a 
small extraneous force in no way re- 
lated to the quake-producing force. 

Accurate predictions of earthquakes, 
Heck declared, would have great value, 
but of equal importance is the deter- 
mination whether, a state of stress ex- 
ists in the sub-surface strata which is 
approaching release through an earth- 
quake.
